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CUP COMMISSION CALLED 




Volunteer support revives Daily, 
investigation under way

In the wake of Friday's Opan Meeting. Students' Council met on' Monday night and ap- 
pointed Mark Feifer,.BCL 3/as interim Edilor^In Chief of the McGill Daily: It also handed the 
cose of the previous managing board to an investigatory commission of the Canadian Univer* 
sity Press. 



. ' Council President Jim Mc- 
Coubrey acceded the chair to 
Internal Vice-President McLean 
in the early minutes of the 
meeting in order to present a 
motion. MeCoubrey stated that 
he had attempted repeatedly, 
porticulariy over the weekend, 
fo reach a compromise that 
might reduce charged emotion 
in the issue and find accept- 
ance by both sides. He further 
added that he felt the motion 
represented a 'fair and equit* 
able' solution to the controver. 
sy, since it provided for the 
students of McGiil to hove 'the 
final decision in the matter'. 
The makeup of the Commis- 
sion has yet to be finally as- 
certained, but from the re- 
marks of some Council mem- 
bers it is apparent that at 
least a voting majority of jour- ' 
naltsts, student or otherwise, 
will prevail. No exact date 
could be fixed for the release 
of the inquiry's report, but it 
is understood that the campus 
-will know the results within 
two weeks. Until the report is 
made public and the referen- 
dum held, the McGill Daily 
will be in the charge of an in- 
terim Editor-in-Chief, as pro- 
vided by the motion. 

Council did not proceed 
quickly to a decision, however. 
Two amendments were pres- 
ented, one to re-instate Mr. 
Gage, and the other to hold 
the referendum on November 
30th. There was considerable 
argument once more over 
Council's rights or the lack of 
them. Further confusion ensued 
over the implications of Fri- 
day's Open Meeting, until Mr- : 
Goldberg offered the v 1 e w 
that no such mooting could be 
considered legal. Once that 
^-.opinion had been digested, 



Council ^vetoed the idea of re- 
instatement. 

Any attempt to hold a refe- 
rendum before the CUP re- 
port's presentation was con- 
demned by Segal of Engineer- 
ing and upheld by a substan- 
tial majority. So it was decided 
that the referendum. would be 
held as soon as possible "after 
the full facts were made 
known through the Inquiry's 
recommendations. 

Steven Schectef, the articul- 
ate Councillor from Arts and 
Science continued his strenu- 
ous objection^to^thctii proceed- 
ings with Mcaslbriial' help from 
the Graduates' Smith and fel- 
low Artsman Morris Goldberg. 
These three contended that 
Council, despite ^ihe^obyipus 
emergency of t hWtùallon? 
must choose its new Editor ' 
through Executive Applica- 
tions. This view was not wide- 
ly held, however. Many mem- 
bers called the tactic obstrue- 
lionlst, and asserted that pri- . 
mory responsibility lay in get- 
ting a 'trustee' Editor to en- 
sure the Daily's appearance on 
campus.- In this spirit, it was 
decided to Infervlew the thrèe 
nominated candidates, Messrs 
Trevlck,-Feifer and Soroka. 

All three of these gentlenlen 
declared their willingness to . 
take the job of interim Editor... 
They further stated, l.n^re^^ 
p o n s e to questiohingj^ria|l^> 
their approach to current is- " 
sues would be fair and objec- 
tive to the best of their ability. 
The selection was to be mode 
by secret ballot on the Aus- 
trqlian triple-choice system, 
but since no one obtained a 
majority by this method, a 
run-off between Feifer and 
Soroka was ordered. Soroka 



won (9 to 7, wjth two absten- 
tions) and " assumed his seat 
on Council. His first and only 
official act was to resign. 

In the general confusion ' 
which followed : joy for some 
and stunned silence for others, 
Mr. Feifer was asked to take . 
the position offered. Express- 
ing his sorrow that the Coun- 
cil and the Students' Society 
hod been held up to such ridi- 
cule, the nev^ Editor said that 
his sole concern, 'at this mo- 
ment', was to get the Doily 
published. "I wish to empha- 
size", ^^'j'flt^fjjltfb 
my appointment 
way a repudiation or condem- 
nation of Mr. Goge.^i am a 
tru stee.,,jBdito r", he went on, 
'"a^mm^erested in the cir- 
cumstances which made me so 
than, in the vital necessity that 
this campus hove , a newspa- • 
per." Feifer underscored t h e 
fact that he feels a deep oblig- 
ation to ..the students. "There 
musif |5^ ^pgily" he declared. 
"Wé-owejo^debt of gratitude/ 
to our advertisers, who. have' 
not: deserted us,_but continue 
to support a non-partisan ef- 
fort to produce the paper. But 
above all, our purpose must 
be to produce a newspaper 
which meets the standards of 
excellence expected of us. To 
do this we need support from 
every student who can. give 
it." . 

Stephen Schecter, who ap- 
peared briefly in the Doily of- 
fice on Tuesday, said he was 
sure he'd be back soon. But 
he left none of his belongings 
behind. : .

Ryerson Council President 
Hopes For Second Newspaper 

OHAWA (CUP) - The Students' Council >l President at 
Ryerson Polytechnlcal Institute said over the weekend he intends 
to promote establishment of on independent student newspaper 
there. 

In Ottawa for the C-anadian Union of Students fall board 
meeting, John Yeoman said that the Dally Ryersonlan, published 
as part of the institute's journalism course, "is definitely not 
a spokesman for students". 
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He hinted he will bring the 
issue before his executive coun» 
cil within the next week, In an 
attempt to establish a paper to 
compete with the Daily Rytrso— 
nisn. 

Yeaman is one of three stu- 
dents on the Ryirsonian's pub- 
lishing board, along with three 
faculty representatives. 

The board was formed last 
week, after 10 masthead mem- 
bers resigned from the Ryerso- 
nian over a decision by Rycrson's 
principal to put editorial control 
in the hands of staff advisers. 

The paper's editor, Len Coat- 
es, sits on the board and has an 
extra vote in case of a tie, thus 
giving students effective edito- 
rial control. 

Yeaman said that, while he 
favors this setup for the labora- 
tory newspaper, he can't accept 
the paper as a spokesman for 
Ryersonlin students. 

"They're trying to ride two 
horses," he said in ah interview. 
"They're trying to put out both 
a newspaper and a laboratory 
newspaper, and the two are in- 
compatible." 

This year, Ryerson students 
pay $1,100 toward the paper's 
$45,000 budget. The Ryerson 
board of governors and advertis- 
ing revenues take care of the 
rest. 

A second newspaper at Ryer- 
son would probably be a weekly 



paper, Yeaman suggested, and 
student's council might be asked 
'to pay up to $5,000 to establish 
it this year. .v'^^,'.::.'^^^. 

He indicated considérable in- 
terest in applying for associate 
membership status in Canadian 
University Press, the organiza- 
tion which suspended the Dally 
Ryersonlan from its ranks last 
December because of faculty 
control over editorial content.

Conservatives played a major role in 
the downfall of John Dlefènbàker at the Tory Convention last 
v/eek. Mr. Dlefenbakor'i retort was fo label his part/s youth 
movement "Red Guards" and "Hitler Youth". 



The student P.C's caucused 
immediately prior to the annual 
meeting in order to discuss the 
question of reassessment of 
leadership. After liearing the two 
presidential candidates, Dalton 
Camp and Arthur Haloney, they 
voted unanimously to support 
Mr. Camp and his campaign for 
a leadership review. 

The 75 student delegates and 
an additional 50 university ol>- 
servers backed Mr. Camp almost 
to a man, and lobbied frantically 
in his favor on the convention 
floor. They led the demonstra» 
tiens for Mr. Camp, and sat 
stolidly through Mr. Diefenba* 
ker's rambling speech. 

During his campaign for a 
leadership review, Mr. Camp had 
pitched his appeal to the Party's 
youth and made their cause his 
own. The Toronto Ad Executive 
launched bis bid due to his be- 
lief that the political parties 
ivere passing by the nation's 
youth through their morbid fas- 
cination with the politics of In> 
quest and invective. Mr. Camp 
asked the Tories to institute a

political renewal and told them 
that they were "confronted by 
a generation which feels more 
like patriots than partisans". 

The student P.C's answered 
Camp's can, and provided the 
margin of victory in tbe close 
presidential flght^ Their support 
highlighted the generational gap 
between the Diefenbaker and 
Camp factions and tfielr persis- 
tent lobbying for a forward look 
under new leadership swayed 
many undecided delegates. Mr. 
Camp later told the students: 
"You young people have done it 
for me". 

Michael Vineberg, NaUonal 
P.C.S.F. President received 
a standing ovation from the 1200 
delegates for his plea that the 
Party "not turn Its back on the 
restless, risbig generation of 
young Canadians". 

The conservatives did not. 
With a brief nostalgic air, the 
meeting called for a leadership 
convention by the end of 1967. 
Appraised of the results, the 
Chief ordered the^ closing ban- 
quet to be cancelled, and the 
Diefenbaker era ended with only 
a few students shedding a tear.

The McGill High School Visit- 
ing Program aims to provide 
senior high school students with 
incentive to further study and 
with information about university 
life. , 

Although the -former objective 
is generally well accomplished in 
the Montreal-area schools, it re- 
mains in the realm of the Cin- 
derella's gown and coach in many 
rural areas; in. the city, the need 
for specific information on cour- 
ses, applications, and financial 
aid is often painfully absent. 

Part of the cause of the un- 
necessarily large Freshman fai- 
lure rate is certainly the Alice- 
in-Wonderland Syndrome of frus- 
tration and confusion. The time 
and effort required for individual 
stabilization is too often fatal in 
the short McGill Academic Year. 
• It is the prime purpose of the 
High School Visiting Program 
to mitigate this panic by fami- 
liarizing high school students 
with the academic and extracur- 
ricular dimension of the univers- 
ity. The major change, this year 
will be the use of a limited num- 
ber of teams of experienced pu- 
blic speakers to visit three to 
four schools each, as opposed to 



the previous use of as many 
speakers as had applied for one 
visit per team. It has been defi- 
nitely established that the gains 
to be made with the repeated use 
of -enthusiastic sophisticated 
speakers are considerable. 

It is such people that will be 
in demand this year. 

A further innovation will be 
the experimental acceptance of a 
few Freshman and Sophomore 
girls, again with extensive public 
speaking experience, to be paired 
with upperclassmen : the benefit 
here should be in the immediate 
recall of the traumatic Freshman 
year, and so provide many of 
the rules of the Jungle which are 
unconscious second nature to 
Upperclassmen. The teams will be 
specialists; some the private 
tour the rural schools which re- 
° quire ' motivation more than in- 
formation;; some' the private 
schools; some the large thbiisand- 
student-plus high schools in the 
.academically or financially 
"wealthier" or "poorer" districU. 

An effort will be made through- 
out to send speakers to the type 
of school from which they grad- 
uated, and even to their alma 
mater.
